In addition, the newspaper stated, 
there will be 63 new Flotilla leader- 
destroyers, 21 new submarines and 
three new aircraft carriers 

Allowing for ships which become 
outdated under the Washington and 


London treaty rules during the 
seven-year period, the paper says 
the comparative strength of the 
British fleet in “in date” ships be- 
tween 1935 and 1942 will be as fol- 
lows: 

In 1935, 15 capital ships, 50 
cruisers, 84 flotilla leader-des- 


troyers, 38 submarines, eight air- 
craft carriers. In 1942, 14 capital 
ships, 72 cruisers, 142 flotilla- 
leader destroyers, 57 submarines 
and 10 aircraft carriers.

“In my time the vast majority 
on earth were struggling for a 
bare existence... . Since my time 
on carth, great civanges have 
come. 

“Science, guided by e ucation 
through the control of steam, 
electricity and internal combus- 
tion engine power, has given to 
your population of 130 million 
people primary energy eyuival- 
ent to that of a population of 
3,840,000,000 people living in an 
age of hand labor and your priv- 
ilege of increasing that energy is 
unlimited é 
This is a graphic way of con 
trasting the present age of abund- 
ance with the past age of scarcity 
where 130 million people have the 
productive capacity of nearly four 
billions in a past age. It is a sample 
of the graphic treatment through- 
out the book 
But with this blessing of capital- 
ism as a potential, goes a veritable 
broadside against capitalism in the 
hands of the usurers, and it comes 
in right on top of a chapter in 
which McGeer sets out the working 
of his five-point plan. Here it is in 
skeleton form, by component 
institutions. 

The Mint. 

A national banking system. 
An effective plan of scientific 
taxation. 

A department of economic regu- 
lation and control. 

A department of international 
trade and credit control. 

These things, stated baldly. 
hazy to Canadians, for they have 
never seen the workings of the 
mint, they have a private banking 
system, have a unscientific taxation, 
and neither of the two departments 
advocated 


AND HOW IT WORKS 


But the picture becomes very real 
as Mayor McGeer details the work- 
ings of this plan. Here are, again 
in skeleton, the duties of these in- 
stitutions under the five-point plan 

1, The Mint would mint, print 
and issue all metal and paper 
money. 

2, The national banking system 
would manage the gold and 
silver money reserves and the 
issue of money and credit, also 
long term capital investment,

8, National, provincial and mun- 
icipal . taxation departments 
would co-operate with the 
banking system to control the 
volume of outstanding money: 
it would thus check Loth in- 
flation and deflation, and 
money would be regulated as 
a medium for the exchange 
of goods, and not as a fixity 
of wealth. — 

4, Production, distribution and 
replacement of wealth must 
be controlled, and that is the 
duty of the government, One 
of these functions would be 
“to eliminate the appalling 
unnecessary duplication of 
governmental service that now 
exists.”

5. International trade must be 
developed both by govern- 


ment and individuals, with 
government as a vast liaison 
office. 


“Laissez faire,.the gold standard, 
depreciated currencies, bonuses 
tariffs, dump duties, trade ember- 
foes, competition and jealousy be- 
tween nations,” have all combined 
to make world trade a form of war 
says McGeer. “All nations 
seeking to sell more than they were 
buying. Some succeeded, some fail- 
ed, but all suffered from the uni- 
versal collapse which came in 1932 
In the debacle that followed all na- 
| tions sought 
| self-sufficiency.” 


MACHINERY FOR TRADE 


Boiled down to simple words, “the 


| government must establish the ma- 


chinery by which nations can ex- 
change each other's goods and ser- 
vices.” 

Gold and silver would cease to 
function as a domestic basis of 
money, and would be used for set- 
tling international trade and cre- 
dit balances. For purposes of ex- 
ample, gold is valued at $100 an 
ounce, and silver at $6.70 an 
ounce. (That point interests Bri- 
tish Columbia, whose gold pro- 
duction would then be around $35 
millions a year, and its silver $60 
millions.) . 

Right at the outset of his book 
“Gerry” in true fighting form 
lashes out at the debt system with 
this picture for United States 

Total bank deposits inflated by 
more than $40 billions over total 
gold reserves (which are now $8 
billions). 

Owing at interest rates a total 
debt of five times the bank de- 
posits. 

To complete the picture of this 
impossibility: 

“Not only does the lender col- 
lect interest on nothing actually 
advanced, but the borrower is 
compelled to repay in something 
that is not put in circulation.”

$800 BILLIONS FOR WAR 

It was a war “which cost in four 
short years the fabulous sum of $400 
billions in direct government ex- 
penditures, and an additional $400 
billions of loss due to the destruc- 
tion of property and the curtail- 
ment of productive “activity.”

And if there has been anywhere a lack 
courtesy toward their ‘author, has he not in 
some ways invited that?

The Nervous Heart 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


When the patient has developed a nervous 
heart, also termed a cardiac neurosis, he ex- 
hibits a number of symptoms, which are not 
due to organic heart disease. A nervous heart 
disorder is differentiated from true organic 
disease in that no actual disease changes have 
occurred, The heart is sound 
and the disturbance con- 
cerns itself primarily with the 
way the heart is doing its 
work. 

Very often, the distress 
and discomfort experienced 
by the patient with a ner- 
vous heart, fully equal the 
distress seen in the patient 
with real heart disease, and 
telling the patient that his 
heart is all right and that his 
trouble is all in his nerves, in no way relieVes 
him of his discomfort. 

Certainly, the patient with a nervous heart 
is handicapped in many ways, and he deserves 
the treatment and consideration which will 
provide him with permanent relief. Such a 
patient needs help, and it is now available to 
him. 

The greatest single cause of nervous heart 
troubles, is an emotional disturbance; however, 
the same symptoms may be induced after pro- 
longed strain during which the patient becomes 
over-fatigued and enervated. Occasionally, 
nervous heart symptoms follow the develop- 
ment of a stomach disorder, gall bladder 
disease, or intestinal irritation; and, in these 
cases, the heart disturbance is purely reflex in 
nature. Yet, it is true that in the majority of 
cases the basic cause is a disturbance centering 
in the emotional life. Usually, the patient has 
encountered & problem which he has been un- 
able to solve, and the struggle with that pro- 
blem is reflected in a very noticeable way, in 
the behaviour of the heart. Because the heart 
symptoms are so outstanding, the patient de- 
cides there is something wrong with the heart. 

It is easy to realize that the emotions have a 
profound effect in influencing the internal or- 
gans, including the heart. We have all felt 
the violent throbbing of the heart which accom- 
panies excitement. However, in this instance, 
the disturbance was temporary and subsided 
when the emotional stimulation was withdrawn. 
When a continua] emotional conflict develops, 
the heart is affected

in a similar way, except 

that the interference is chronic, rather than 
transitory 

After the heart symptoms have existed for 


a period of time, the patient is keenly aware of 
a fear of serious heert trouble. The fear of Heart 
trouble is one of the most common fears. What- 


ever the reason for this fear, it is shared by 
millions. Therefore, as soon as the patient 
concludes, from his symptoms alone, that he 


has something wrong with his heart, he is likely 
to become panicky. The fear is most pronounced 
at night, at which time evén slight cardiac 
symptoms will unduly frighten the patient 

In all of these nervous heart cases, the 
heart would run smoothly, providing the emo- 
tional stimulus were absent. The patient com- 
monly over-reacts to stimuli, and responds in 
an exaggerated degree 

The symptoms present in nervous heart 
disorders closely resemble those found in true 
heart disease, and in many cases only a thor- 
ough examination will fully prove that the 
cause is functional rather than organic. Some 
of the common symptoms are: a sensation of 
fullness in the heart region with perhaps a 
choking sensation; shortness of breath; and one 
of the prominent symptoms is likely to be a 
quick, shooting pain which localizes in the heart 
region or affects the left arm. The sharp pains 
described by the patient with a nervous heart 


are more likely to be pronounced than if an 
organic heart trouble were present, with the 
exception of angina pectoris.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1858 the Mac- 
donald-Cartier government re- 
signed as a consequence of its 
defeat in the Assembly the pre- 
vious day, when a motion of 
censure against the selection of 
Ottawa as the capital, proposed 
by George Brown, had been car- 
ried by 64 to 50. George Brown 
formed a ministry with Dorion, 
but was immediately defeated in 
the Assembly and resigned when 
Sir Edmund Head refused a 
dissolution 

Then came an event happily 
unique in our political history 
The Cartier-Macdonald ministry 
was formed. consisting of all the 
members of the previous Mac- 

nald-Cartier cabinet but all, 
pt two, members of the 
tive Council, had ben 
assigned different portfolios, and 
A. T. Galt and George Sherwood 
had taken the places of William 
Cayley and Loranger. The object 
s, of course, to avoid the re- 
elections which, would have been 


necessary under ordinary cir- 
cumstances. The “new” minis- 
ters were sworn into the new 


portfolios on August 6, but on 
August 7, the letter of the law 


ed 


having been complied with, the 
ministers resumed their old port- 
folios and the trick was done. 

It was a daring stroke, wholly 
indefensible. but it served its 
purpose. Even Cartier'’s bio- 
grapher says: “The action was 
generally condemned by public 
opinion and it was the first and 
last time that such a method was 
employed. It has been attempted 
by some writers to justify this 
proceeding, but its strongest con- 
demnation is found in the fact 
that it was never attempted 
again, and was by subsequent 
legislation rendered impossible” 

William Lyon Mackenzie, who 
was then in the Assembly, de- 
clared “A greater comedy was 
never played” and was called to 
order by the Speaker, but other 
Reformers stressed the opinion 
that the ministry wes afraid to 
trust itself to the judgment of 
the country. Yet the ministry 
had the confidence of the assem- 
bly, for it was sustained by 52 to 
28 and a week later by 47 to 1%. 
Cartier held office until 1860 
when he was defeated on a mili- 
tia bill and John Sandfield Mac- 
donald took the reins

THE COMPETING 
TMANIFESTOES 


The endorsation of Mr. Stevens 
and his new party by the execu- 
tive of the United Farmers of 
Ontario came as a surprise to 
people who were not aware of 
the present condition of the 
U.F.O. That organization is not 
what it used to be. Its former 
membership of 30,000 has dwin- 
died to less than 5,000, and the 
number of U.F.O. clubs has de- 


clined in recent years from 53800 | 


to less than 100. A writer in the 
Toronto Globe doubts whether 
the endorsation of the once 
powerful U.F.O. executive carries 
with it the voting weight of the 
back concessions of Ontario or 
even the undivided approval of 
the U.F.O. orgenizations them- 
selves. 


A natural question arose as to 


the position of Miss Agnes Mac- 
phai!l. She had gone to parlia- 
ment as a U.F.O. representative, 
and she has always been regarded 
as a member of Mr. Woodsworth’s 
group. 

Miss Macphail’s view of her 
position is indicated in an inter- 
view in the Toronto Mail and 
Empire. 


“Though in agreement with 
the Stevens program so far,” 
says the writer, “Miss Agnes 
MacPhail, M.P. for Grey South- 
east, does not think it likely 
that there will be any change 
from her position as a U.F.O.- 
Labor representative in the 
House of Commons. However, 
the question will be determined 
by the board of her riding asso- 


ciaion some time this week, 
she stated last night.” 
Any strength shown by Mr 


Stevens and his Reconstruction 
party in the coming election will 
probably be greater in Ontario 
than in the West. Opinions as to 
the impression which the new 
party will make, differ in On- 
tario, but the Meaford Mirror ex- 
presses the following interesting 
view: 

“All the extra parties gain 
their support at the expense of 
the two old parties The 
Stevens party will be the most 
formidable. There is no ques- 
tion that Mr. Stevens has 
gained a big following through 
ne, CONN because of his 


courageous fight against selfish 
business interests. It was quite 
obvious for some weeks that he 
and Mr. Bennett could never be 
reconciled in political thought 
at the present.... 

“However, there would seem 
to be very little doubt that the 
Bennett government is due for 
a disaster which will probably 
be greater than that which be- 
fell Mr. Henry in Ontario and 
Mr. Tilley in New Brunswick. 
If out of a general election that 
is almost sure to make Mr. King 
Prime Minister, Mr. Stevens 
shovld emerge with a fairly 
substantial following he would 
be the Conservative leader of 
the future and the party would 
save itself from annihilation.” 


At a big Liberal picnic at High 
Park, Toronto, Hon. J. C. Elliott 
said that Mr. Stevens, in his 
manifesto, had turned right about 
on two positions which he had 
taken in parliament. He had sup- 
ported Mr. Bennett in putting the 
Bank of Canada under the con- 
trol of a private company, but 
now he was converted to the Lib- 
eral policy of a publicly-owned 
bank. He had, also, formerly de- 
clared that’ nothing should be 
imported except what could not 
be grown or manufactured in 
Canada, but now he was ready to 
lower the duties on farm imple- 
ments and textiles. Mr. Elliott 
also ¢riticized Mr. Stevens for his 
opposition in parliament to the 
Combines Investigation Act. Mr 
Stevens, he said, had hejd that 
the combines were more eco- 
nomic than the smaller busines:

When Canada decided to cut off her importing business by 
tky-high tariffs there was an end to selling wheat abroad, except 
at a substantial reduction in quantity and a drastic reduction in 
price. Every hope of getting cost of production by selling wheat 
abroad for cash has been proven to be a useless dream. Nothing of 
the kind can be done. 


Still more disastrous was the fact that in destroying our import 
trade we also destroyed our domestic trade. The loss of buying 
power by the farmers, and the loss of profits and wages formerly 
earned by the importing business, and the loss of railway business 
due to the reduction of both exports and imports, resulted in the 
collapse of railway dividends, and of wages and salaries, and of 
all branches of building construction, and of rea] estate values, 
and of rental values, and of farm values. 


There is only one way to get back and that is to get on a basis 
of fair and friendly trading with al] the nations in the world. 
Canada first means Canada broke; and you have paid for proving 
this. 


Out of all the clamors of reform and regulation the truth 
emerges that there is no substitute for volume of trade; and that 
import trade is just as necessary and as profitable as export trade. 
This truth is what is recalling the Liberal party to power, because 
there is no other way to bring Canada back to prosperity except 
by fhe Liberal policy of action and construction—which involves 
a fair and friendly international trade.
